City Hopes For Reduction 
If Relief Aid Is Forth- 
coming 

City commissioners told coun- 
ell they were hopeful that a two- 
mill reduction in Edmonton's 1939 
tax rate would be effected, at a 
special meeting Friday afternoon, 
when a preliminary survey of 
current estimates was made. 

A reduction in taxation, they said, 
would be contingent on additional 
aid from the federal and provincial 
governments in unemployment re- 

lief costs. 

For the past two years the tax 
rate has been 54 mills, in 1935 and 
1936 it was 55 mills and in 1934 it 
was 64 mills,

A survey made in the Edmon- 
ton district reveaed that since 
this invitation was issued by Hit- 
ler, Germans have been return- 
ing at the rate of five or six 
each week. 

Most of those returning have 
been unemployed or have been 
casually employed in Edmonton and 
district, Many of them are mar- 
ried, and have left their wives and 
families here. 


SOME ON RELIEF 


In one instance the family was 
on relief in Edmonton. When the 
husband went to Germany the 


| wife was struck off relief and is 
/ now supporting herself and family 


by doing house-work. 

While the Hitler repatriation 
plan calls for payment of rail 
transportation by the returning 
nationals, many of those from the 
Edmonton district have been un- 
able to meet this stipulation, but 
funds for their fare have been 
made available from a source. it 
has not been possible to trace. 


ANOTHER ANGLE 

Another angle of Hitler's cal] to 
former residents of Germany to 
return is a rush of these nationals 
to file application for naturaliza- 
tion. Included in the people seek- 
ing Canadian citizenship are form- 
er residents of territory taken over 
by the German dictator in his lat- 
est land-grabbing drives. 

During the past two months more 
than 150 applications for natural- 
ization have been made by former 
Germans, Austrians, Czechs, Mora- 
vians, Bavarians, Rumanian and 
Polish residents of the Edmonton 
district.

It also makes an employee a per- 
son employed in “any industrial 
undertaking or in any other trade, 
business or occupation.” Previous- 
ly it was confined to “in any in- 
dustrial undertaking.” 

Mr, Manning disclosed railway 
companies had not yet recognized 
they were governed in Alberta, 
outside the running trades, by 
theis employees in Alberta. They 
were ready, he said, to discuss any 
violations that could be shown. 

An amendment by 8S. A. G. 
Barnes, Independent S.C., Edmon- 
ton, to put a limit of 44 hours on 
work in any one week was defeat- 
ed. 

Amendments to the Male Min- 
imum Wage Act require that over- 
time be paid workers after work- 
ing in excess of 10 hours in one day 
or 54 hours in one week. H. F, 
Ingrey, $.C., Drumheller, thought it 
should be eight hours in one day 
and Mr. Barnes said it should be 
nine hours in day at the most. A 
motion by E, O. Duke, S.C., Rocky 
Mountain, to make it eight hours 
in one day or 48 hours in one week 
was defeated. 

Mr, Manning declared that while 
he agreed with the principle of the 
amendments they would be imprac- 
ticable under present conditions 
and would work a hardship in some 
instances upon employees. No way 
had yet been found to make the 
regulations enforceable in the cases 
of domestic servants or farm work- 
ers, he said. 


NEW BILLS COME IN 

Six new bills, including the Spe- 
cial Areas Act establishing the 
board to administer drought areas, 
were introduced. It was sponsored 
by Hon. N. E. Tanner, minister of 
lands and mines, who also intro- 
duced a bill to amend and consoli- 
date the Provincial Lands Act. 

Premier Aberhart introduced 
amendments to the Intestates Suc- 
eéssion Act and the Public Inquir- 
jes Act and Hon. W. A. Fallow,

Hon. Ian Mackenzie made the proper 
official comment on the news that Ber- 
lin had “asked” Iceland for permission to 
establish an air base there. He said steps 
will be taken this year to establish Cana-° 
dian air bases on the Atlantic coast. That 
should be done in any case. To not do it, 
in view of this attempt to create an ag- 
gressor base half way to Canada, would 
be criminal neglect. 

The Minister might with propriety 
have gone farther and said Canada will 
ask Denmark for permission to establish 
a base in Greenland, this to be done if and 
when a Nazi base is located in Iceland. 

That would supply the Icelanders and 
their-Danish kinsmen with a good argu- 
ment for turning down the Nazi “re- 
quest”; on the ground that a concession 
granted to Germany would have to be 
granted to Canada also. And in the event 
that Nazi bombers are to be based on Ice- 
Jand it would be good business to have a 
Canadian squadron within striking dis- 
tance of their home port. 


Iceland Takes a Stand

Hats off to the Government of Iceland, 
which had the courage to refuse the Nazi 
“request” for permission to establish an 
airplane base in that island. And also the 
sagacity to see that the “request” made 
in the name of commercial aviation was 
only an under-cover demand for consent 
to found a base and supply depot for war 
planes. A commercial air line from Ger- 
many to Iceland could not earn grease for 
the engines. 

The population of Iceland is only 
100,000. To establish a base there by force 
would be easy—and the Emden is on the 
way.

The Alternative 


If, after Munich, anything was needed 
to show that the Governments of Britain 
and France set peace at a higher value 
than anything save the security of the 
British and French empires, it is supplied 
by the “stop-Hitler pact”. 

Britain, France and Russia have 
agreed to act together to “stop aggres- 
sion”. But Poland declined to join unless 
assured that this meant they would fight; 
and when and where they would draw 
the line. The refusal is convincing testi- 
mony to the unwillingness of Chamber- 
lain and Daladier to state specifically that 
they will resort to war, or under what cir- 
cumstances, 

Confirmatory evidence is that Russia 
would have declared war in September if 
France and Britain had said they would 
do so. 

A good deal of criticism has come to 
the British and French premiers because 
they did not call Hitler’s bluff—or accept 
his challenge—six months ago, and be- 
cause they have not yet said if or when 
they will intespoce to stop his rar.page. 
Perhaps that was a mistaken policy on 
their part. Maybe the Fuehrer was bluff- 
ing, and would have stopped if they had 
“called” him by declaring war. But sup- 
pose he is not bluffing, and didn’t stop? 

That sobering question must temper 
the accusation that the democratic lead- 
ers have been wanting in resolution. 
Whatever blame may be properly charg- 
ed to them, they are guiltless of blood, 
and will be guiltless if force must finally 
be employed to put an end to lawlessness 
in Europe. Should it come to that terrible 
alternative, no mother—in Canada or 
elsewhere—can charge them with the 
death of her soldier son. They have kept 
peace at a heavy price. If the price seems 
too heavy, let it not be forgotten what the 
price of war would be. 


The “inner cabinet” at Tokyo says 
Japan will remain neutral if its European 
allies keep on bullying the neighbors until 
they provoke a war. Britain, France and 
Russia, recalling the Nine Power treaty, 
will take that with the proverbial grain 
of salt. The United States will not even 
waste the salt.

Canada is Proud of Them, Too 


We commend to public notice the fine little 
speech delivered before the Saskatchewan legis- 
lature by J. J. Mildenberger, member for Maple 
Creek. It is well worth thinking over by Cana- 
dians who pride themselves upon being native- 
born and may be inclined to boast of an alle. 
giance to Canada which is as undivided senti- 
mentally as it is physically. 

Mr. Mildenberger was born in Odessa, Russia, 
of German stock, but has spent nearly all of his 
life in Canada. Speaking with the authority of 
this background, he told his fellow-legislators 
that among those who were looking forward to 
the visit of the King and Queen with special in- 
terest were those, like himself, to whom Canada 
was a land of adoption, or those who are the 
descendants in the first generation of foreign- 
born residents of this country. Nearly half our 
population falls into this category, according to 
the speaker, claiming about 30 countries of origin 
other than Canada. The Mildenberger speech is 
as fine a statement of the reasons which, in the 
speaker's opinion, have justified his faith in and 
love of Canada as we remember to have seen in a 
long time, Two paragraphs follow: 

“They (the foreign-born peoples of Canada) 
came here to make this country their home. They 
came here to become citizens of this country, to 
become British subjects, to enjoy all the rights 
and to assume all the duties of good Canadian 
citizens, We have for the most part tried to be- 
come good citizens; and if we have become good 
citizens we owe it to democracy, we owe it to the 
British institutions, and we owe it, above all, to 
the Canadian men and women of British stock, 
What we have and what we are we owe to those 
who guided us along. 

“Speaking as one who was not born here but 
who was raised here, I look back with pride over 
the last 37 years spent in this province. Begin- 
ning with the learning of the English language, 
we gradually adapted ourselves to our environ- 
ment, to the laws of our country, to the customs 
of Canadian people and as years went on we 
gradually became part and parcel of the Cana- 
dian nation. We very fully and very cordially 
appreciate the value of freedom of conscience, 
freedom of speech and the freedom of worship. 
We have taken our place in all walks of life and, 
unhampered, many have attained the high posi- 
tions that their ability warranted. The visit of 
Their Majesties to Canada will undoubtedly 
make for greater unity of the various races 
making up the Canadian nation.” 

This “confession of faith” from one whose 
ancestral] roots went deep in a country whose 
culture and political philosophies and systems 
were far removed from our own makes heart- 
ening reading to those of us who have been 
born to, and bred in, that “freedom of conscience, 
freedom of speech and freedom of worship” 
which Mr. Mildenberger so “cordially appre- 
ciates”. We accept as an inherent right some- 
thing that was won for us long ago. It is a good 
thing that men like Mr. Mildenberger should 
now and then remind us that what we accept as 
a commonplace may be very well worth defend- 
ing.—Montreal Star. 


Mr. Dunning Speaks Out for the 
Average Man 
Mr. Dunning, Canada’s minister of finance, is 


enemies. Usually. he doesn’t bother to argue 
about it. But the other day in the House of Com- 
mons he was stirred into a challenging answer. 
His speech, a kind of plea for the ordinary, 
average Canadian, is a vivid revelation of his 
own character and something for ordinary, av- 
erage Canadians to think about 

“I want to say a few words,” said Mr. Dun- 
ning, “about the growing habit in this House 
of fouling our own nest as a country. Hardly a 
discussion of a humanitarian character arises but 
a number of honorable members state that we 
are the most backward nation in the world on 
this and that. Mr. Speaker, I do not believe it. 

“We are not a backward people. The people 
of the Dominion are not backward in caring for 
hospitalization and for their sick and their 
fatherless. They do look after them. They aver- 
age up as well as any country in the world in 
that regard. 

“The difficulty is that some honorable mem- 
bers compare what Canada is doing with some 
country which has either evolved a scheme 
which enables their national] government to do 
what in our country is a matter for the prov- 
inces, or where, as in the case of New Zealand 
or England, there is a unitary government, not 
a federal and provincial system of government 
as we ha¥e here. 

“In respect of these matters (social legisla- 
tion), our people are developing from the bot- 
tom up, which is the soundest way ... The Can- 
adian people, thank God, are still imbued with 
sufficient individualism to want ta provide for 
their. own security for their old age as far as 
they can. There is plenty of evidence of that. 

“I am referring to those three and a half 
million Canadians who are trying to provide in 
some measure at least for their own security 
through the medium of life insurance. I am 
thinking of those four million Canadians who 
at this moment have savings deposits in our 
Canadian banks. 

“The average Canadian does not want the 
state to keep him. It is all to his credit that 
he does not, in my opinion. That does not lessen 
the cbligation of the state to look after its own 
sick, its own old, its own halt and its own blind. 

“I am not urging that for a moment, but at 
times, Mr. Speaker, do we not concentrate our 
attention rather too much on the seven or eight 
hundred thousand people who are on relief to- 
night and think rather too little of that great 
body of our middle class, represented by those 
four million of whom I spoke, who have some 
savings, and by those three and a half million— 
of course there may be some overlapping in these 
groups—-who are attempting to make provision 
for their own security by way of life insurance? 

“They are the great burden-bearers of the 
nation, the great middle-class of this country 
of whom, under any system of taxation, the 
major burden in proportion to means will rest. 
I am thinking of them tonight as we speak of 
those who ought to be maintained by the state 
because in the last analysis those who are so 
maintained are maintained in very large degree 
by that great middle group of Canadians, who 
are trying to make provision for their own 
security and who, out of whet they do earn or 
make, are the great body of taxpayers of this 
Dominion.”--Vancouver Sun,

On this date (March 25) in 1911 
an incident took place at Ottawa 
which might have deprived Canada 
of the services of Sir Robert L 
Borden as prime minister of the 
Dominion. He had definitely placed 
himself in opposition to the Field- 
ing-Taft reciprocity agreement and 
had been in consultation with Clif- 
ford Sifton, Lloyd Harris (Brant- 
ford) and some of the dissident 
Liberals at Toronto. These negotia- 
tions became known to some of the 
Conservatives, and (here | quote 
from Sir Robert's Memoirs): 

“One of the cabals seeking to de- 
stroy my leadership thought it Op- 
portune to exploit the incident for 
that purpose. To me it seemed mad- 
ness that we should refuse the effec- 
tive aid of powerful elements within 
the Liberal party; but then, as after- 
wards in 1917, the cry went up that 
my negotiations meant the destruc- 
tion of the Liberal Conservative 
party and the ascendancy of Lib- 
eral elements-in its councils. To 
such lengths did this feeling ad- 
vance that the party's future was 
the subject of a caucus at which 
the minority did not fail to make 
their voice heard. I became intence- 
ly discovmeged and began to loathe 
the situation.” 

Mr. Borden then wired to Richard 
McBride, at Victoria, asking him to 
accept the leadership, which, luckily 
for Canada never became a fact. 
though “Dick” was willing enough

“That night I told my wife that 
my political career was finished and 
that I was glad of it.

SPRING SHORT CAKE 
(6 servings) 

One-quarter cup butter or other 
shortening, % cup granulated sugar, 
14 teaspoon almond extract, 2 egg 
yolks, 1% cups cake flour, 2 tea- 
spoons baking powder, % teaspoon 
salt, 44 cup milk. For topping use 
two egg whites, % cup granulated 
sugar. 

Cream butter, Add the % cup 
of sugar gradually, then add extract 
Cream thoroughly. Add egg yolks 
one at a time and beat after each 
addition. Sift and measure the cake 
flour. Then sift together the flour, 
baking powder and salt and add to 
creamed mixture alternately with 
milk. Blend thoroughly. 

Pour into a well greased glass 
layer cake dish. 

Topping: beat the egg whites stiff. 
Add the other % cup of sugar and 
again beat until stiff. Spread the 
meringue over the cake. Bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) for 
about 40 minutes. 

Serve warm topped with ice 
cream and a fresh pineapple mint 
sauce. 


MINTED PINEAPPLE SAUCE 
FOR SPRING SHORTCAKE 

Two cups chopped fresh pine- 
apple, 1-3 cup sugar, 1 glass mint 
jelly (6 ounces). 

Mix sugar with chopped pine- 
apple. Chill. Slice jelly with a knife 
so that it comes from the glass in 
small cubes, Fold into the chilled 
pineapple and serve.

CHAMPIONS 
It is unfortunate that very often 


the title “champion” prefixed to a 
dog's name means little if anything 
in establishing the bearer as an out- 
standing specimen of its breed. 
Championships in dogdom can be 
won as easily -as in the prize ring 
and by the same method of care- 
fully selected opposition. Unlike 
the fighter’s title, however, the can- 
ine champion's can never be taken 
from him, and so frequently dogs of 
inferior quality are made champions 
in this way’and then retired, either 
to be used at stud by the unsuspect- 
ing who have not studied their re- 
cords or to be sold at a high figure 
to inexperienced exhibitors who 
may later discover their mistakes 
when faced with stiff competition 

To estimate properly the value of 
the title it is necessary to examine 
the record of the bearer and ascer- 
tain under what circumstances it 
was won. 

Fifteen points are necessary to 
win the title. The winners in each 
of several classes in each breed 
compete for the title of “winners” 
in the breed, and that dog is then 
credited on the records with a cer- 
tain number of points towards its 
championship 

For the benefit of those whase 
small children already have a dog 
playmate as well as those who are 
considering such a gift to their off- 
spring I cite the following oceur- 
rence with the hope that it may 
stress the folly of not supervising 
carefully the behavior of children 
and dogs together.

Bob has 
been ordered destroyed or banished 
from the neighborhood, unjustly, I 
believe, for up until then he had 
an unblemished reputation for good 
behavior. It was not his fault that 
he obeyed his master's order, nor 
was it his master's fault.
